thort ; the Alficnment being fealed and a Witne{s thereto, A 
leaves the management of bis whole fhare and intereft to them 
jor many years together, during which time B dyes, and makes 
C his Executor, When A thought the Debt and imerest 
might be overprid, he defires of C an account of bis fhare, C 
gives bim an account, whereinbe omits one confiderable branch 
of A’s fhare, which was known to all concerned to be fa, and 
C could not be thought ignorant thereof bimfelf, baving paid 
the Like for another fharer,who claimed equally with Ayand mujt 
have been allowed him if be bad charged it on bis Accounts, 
or demanded it. C fays-be nor bis Father ever received it, 
and refules to account for it, faying, the Covenant bis Fa- 
sher gave did oblige bim to account only for what they fhould 
receive of A's [hare ; and not for A’s fhare in the Ejiate, 
which perbips in firiétne|s of Conſtruction in Lay may be true, 
and A thereby lofe his right without remedy 5 andif fo, the 
Quejiion is, if B and C knew or believed A underftood the 
true intent and meaning of the Covenant in the latter fence, 
and that they believed A thought they did fo too, (and that 
thereupon he left the whole management of his whole fhare to 
them, by which means they bad it in their powerto defraud

2.7. » This we 
only fay upon a Suppofition of che Truth of the Cafe, 
which if not fairly ftated, we defire C alfo to fend his 
account of che matter of Fact: So that comparing ‘em 
both togather, we maybe better enabled to give a 
ſtricter jadgment, for co give our Opinions abfolurely 
decifive before that, we cannot ; knowing, that Jultice 
always leaves one Ear open for the Accuted, and that 
he mult be an unjuft judge who determines any thing, 
thd juftly, one party unheard.

we read related of ‘em either co Fantaims orApparitions, 
asthe Querift here'féems co do, or elfe to meer mem, or

Angel which appear'd to Balaam, atid that an ]

of mem That there are fuch Beings as thefe, there's 


none can dedy who really believe the Scripture, where- 
in their Exiftence is unanfwerably afferted, as well as 
their agency, duty and operations often deſcribd: And 
we dare affirm, that they are mention’d at leaft in 200 
places of the Bible, in ftich a manner, as diftiné im- 
material Subftances muft thereby be unavoidably inten- 
ded. There were Angels which familiarly convers’d 
with the Patriarchs, with Abrabam, with Let, with Ha- 
gar, with Facob, with Mo/es, andmany others:.And as 
piainly as any where in this Hiftory of Balaam, Num. 22. 
That he was an Angel from Heaven, appears trom v. 22. 
where he’s called, The Angel of the Lord. That ‘twas 
not a Providence, a Difpenfation, or we know not 
what, asthe Quakers Dream, we may infallibly learn 
from the Hiftory it felf, if we indeed Believe it: For 
ſuppoſing that Balaam cou'd fee, bear, and difcourfe with 
a Providence, fure his Afs cou’d net do it, which ’'tis faid 
faw him ſeveral times, and turned from gjm as long as 
fhe cou’d poflibly avoid him. For the Flaming Sword, 
‘twas undoubtedly as real as the Angel himfelf, and the 
power of the Angel might as eafily extend to the fra- 
ming a fiery Meteor into that form, as to condenfe a Body 
of Air for hisown appearance, tho’ both hid from Ba- 
laam, not by any fmall Cloud interpofing, which might 
eafily have been done, but by amore compendious way, 
objtrudting bis Eyefight; for when he did at Jaft fee him, 
"tis faid the Lord opened bis eves. That this. was a real 
Angel and not an appearance or Fantaim only, we may 
Jearn by comparing the Hiltory with other places 
wherein the Exiftence of arene is plainly aflerted. Thus 
where the Angels are faid to look into the Church; where 
our Saviour is faidto be made a /ittle lower than the Au. 
gels, where thetAngels of little Children are faid always 
to. behold the Face of their Father which is in Heaven: 
Should we take all chis in their fence, either for Fan. 
tafms or Providences, what ridiculous aflertions and Su 

pofitions muft we charge on the infallible Spirit of God ? 
and thereby come too near thofe who are guilty of 
Bla{phemy againft him : It further appears from the 
Scriptures atoremention'd, as well as many others, that 
theie Angels were not Prophets or men of God, as others 
have aflerted - They are in Heaven as their place of re- 
fidence, they look into the Church as Strangers, they 
are Minifters indeed, but minifring Spirits ; they appear 
and dijappear at pleature ; may, as in the cafe of Magoah,

Ans made ufe either of that, or fome cheap bituminous 
Subftance to Soule up all their Great Grandfathers, 
which they'd ftill call by the finer name of Embalming, 
that or any fuch ftrong affringent, as it were fealing up 
the pores, and hardning the Body to fuch a confiftency 
as prevented Liquefaction; fo we fhou'd think there 
might be fomething of a Natura] Salt in Living Bodies, 
which might have fomething of the fame effect, tho’ 
not exactly inthe fame manner, were it not for an ob- 
vious Objeétion. How then fhou’d they putrifie af- 
ter Death, when there's, for ought appears, as much 
Sale in “em as ever? For which reafon we muft find 
fome other way tofolve it ; accordingly muft enquire 
what putrefaction is, and whence it proceeds. And 
tis only a Liquefaction or alteration, and diffolution ot 
the fmaller parts of any Body, by a preternatural fer- 
mentation or motion therein, which alfo owes its rile 
to the want ofa due Circulation of the Blood, and jui- 
ces of the Body in their proper natura] ducts, which 
duéts, or fine paflages being by fome difeate or violence 
either broken or ſtopt, or blended one among tother, 
their particular Juices mutt neceilarily ftagnate where 
they are, and being depriv’d of their natural motion, 
acquire a non-natural one, the ſmaller parts endeavour- 
ing to file off, and fly away as faft as they can in 
ftrong fulphureous fteams of an unpleafing and ferid 
favouts ‘To illuftrate this by a mean but natural com- 
pariton ; when the Sewers are kept clean, and the

An{w. We thinknot, if we take cheir Condition al] 
together, thd in fome refpects its crue they live more ea- 
fie than we ; fer tho’ they have all thete priviledges, 
they are {till Exiles, and that whatever we flatter our 
felves, from a much finer Countrey than ours, and in- 
deed one of the fineft in the World were it not incum- 
bred witha Tyrant on its Throne. And as they are 
Exiles, they have moft of ‘em loft their All, many of 
‘em great and noble Eftates, nay left ‘em behind, and 
that for the fake ot Religion, elcaping hither with no- 
thing fav'd but that and their Lives; and finding by the 
generous Charity of the Englifh to ‘em, that they are 
not that unhofpitable people to ftrangers, which fome 
Apoftates of their own have ‘em. Befides, 
tho’ there may be more of ‘em in fome places thano- 
— ie not very le in re- 
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ries if they were Naturalig'd, and bore apart

tled here? —-———_ Befides, we might only bring 
more charge on our felves by endeavovring to avoid 
it; for if Naturaliz’d, we muft then be bound to re- 
lleve their poor as well as our own, (indeed theirs 
wou'd then be fo) whereas what we now do is vo. 
luntary, andno more but a pure Benevolence. How. 
ever, were they once fully fettled among us, ſhoud 
they grow rich and wealthy, or but come to live at 
the fame rate with our ordinary people, ( which unlefs 
they are Gentlemen, ‘wou'd be much better than e’re 
they did before in their Lives ) it might then be juft 
and convenient to oblige ‘em to the fame rates and 
Charges with other Subjeéts ; but it looks both like 
good men, good Hofts, and good Chriftians to Jet em 
alone for a little while to take breath and enjoy them- 
felves in our Kingdom, after they have been fo many 
years haratsd by the favage cruelty of their own, re- 
membring that not long fince we wanted but little of be- 
ing our felves juft in the fame Condition.
